HOT BATTLE ABOUT WARSAW. 

Between Warsaw and Brest Litovek, 
the great Russian base 110 miles east 
of Warsaw, are several good railways. 
Whether these will suffice as a means 
of retreat for the rest of the Russten 
forces is another question. But it is be- 
lieved that Grand Duke Nicholas has 
executed a masterly retreat and has with- 
dawn the bulk of his forces to compara- 
tive safety, 

The Russian rear guards are fighting 
furiously to hold back the Germans un- 
der Yon Hindenburg north of Warsaw. 
But whether this means that the Ruesian 
evacuation is pot yet virtually complete, 
& whether it simply is to make the Teu- 
tons pay as dearly as possible for War- 
Sw is unknown.

Assails Wilson: 
Peace Council 
Breaks Into Row 


William Reichert of Chi- 
_cago Divides Meeting 
in Capital. 


MISS ADDAMS FAILS? 


Washington, D. C., July 31.—[Special. |— 
The meeting of “labor's national peace 
council,” which was called here to pro- 
test against the exportation of arms to 
the belligerent nations, turned into a pro- 
German session and almost broke up in 
a row tonight. 

The “council "' was organized by Con- 
gressman Buchanan of Chicago and Con- 
gressmanm Fowler of Illinois. Mr. Fowler 
said the conference had before it resolu- 
tions from forty central labor unions in 
as many American cities condemning mu- 
nitions exports to belligerents. 

Speakers during the efternmoon session 
assailed President Wilson, Secretary Lan- 
sing, and Collector of the Port Dudley 
Field Malone of New York. 


Told of Addams Peace Plan. 

The afternoon brought out the fact— 
presented by William Reichert of Chi- 
cago, vice president of the Teutonic Sons 
of America—that the peace plan which 
Mises Jane Addams of Chicago presented 
to President Wilson was not authorized 
by the belligerent powers. 

Mr, Reichert also had much to do with 
turning the conference into a pro-German 
gathering. He was one of the most out- 
spoken of the pro-German delegates. He 
asserted the society of which he is ap 
officer contributed a considerable sum of 
money to the maintenance of “ labor's 
national peace council.” 


’ | Mis Attitude Wo Secret. 
Reichert did not try to conceal hie Ger- 
man sympathy. When asked whether in 
the event of war between Germany and 
the United States the Teutonic Sons of 
America “ would enlist for the United 
States,” he replied that they would not 
unless it wae clearly shown that Ger- 
many was the aggressor. 

Mr. Fowler later denied that the Labor 
council had received any money from 
professional German societies such as 
Reichert had described. 


Addams Scheme Not Authorized. 

Reichert today, in discussing Miss Jane 
Addams’ peace efforts with President 
Wilson, declared they were not author- 
ized by the belligerenta 

She pre#ented a plan which she believes, 
and which the women who attended The 
Hague conference believe, would: bring 
about peace eventually if Président Wil- 
son should lead in the effort to Carty it 
out. 

Briefly stated, this plan called for a 
eonference of representatives of the neu- 
tral powers at which it should be ar- 
ranged that these powers would delegate 
representatives to sit as @ peace com- 
mission at any time the belligerent. were 
willing to discuss peace. 

President Wilson declined to take the 
initiative in calling a conference of neu- 
trals at this time, 


——— 
ADDAMS AID CONFIRMS STORY. 

Miss Addams’ secretary yesterday ad- 
mitted that the head of Hull house had 
submitted a peace plan to the president. 

Miss Addams, the secretary said, had 
the tacit but unofficial consent and ap- 
proval of the warring nations. The plan, 
she said, had it been adopted, would have 
been unofficially sanctioned and recog- 
nized by the belligerents. 

Miss Addams left Chicago yesterday for 
a week-end vacation. Her secretary 
would not reveal her whereabouts, saying 
Miss Addams would not want to be dis- 


turbed. 


‘QOD WITH US,’ KAISER SAYS. 
Getman Emperor Asserts “Con- 
edience Is Clear” on Anniversary 
of Outbreak of European War. 


LONDON, Aug. 1, 2.15 a. m.—The Ger- 
man emperor hae issued a manifesto to 
the German people on the occasion of 
the anpniversary of the outbreak of ‘the 
war, ecoording to a Reuter dispatch from 
Amsterdam. In the manifesto the em- 
peror says: 

** Before God and history my conscience 
is clear; I have not willed war. Full of 
gratitude, we can may today that God is 
with us.”

A few hours later Mrs. Schwery, placid 
and apparently unconcerned, faced Con- 
rad in her sitting room aod admitted’ that 
Conrad's grewsome find—his work had 
not been without results—was the body of 
her 18 year old daughter's baby girl. 
“1 buried it to hide her shame,” she ex- 
plained in a matter of facttone. “I don’t 
know whether it wae alive or not. I 
didn’t walt to see."’ 
Still later Mrs. Schwery received an- 
other visitor—the state's’ attorney of the 
county. This time she was less ready 
with her confidences, but after half an 
hour's questioning she confessed that she 
had given Quigley arsenic in the ginger 
ale.

Quigley Expected to Die. 
Quigley, it was said last night, may die 
before morning. At first it was thought 
that mercury tablets had been given him 
and an antidote was hurried from Chi-_ 
cago while the police ransacked the 
Schwery home, looking for the poison.

The various inquiries inte the re- 
sponsibility for the Eastland disas- 
ter—of supreme moment to Chi- 
cago’s people—reached a crisis yes- 
terday when Judge Landis ordered 
“ hands off ” the witnesses who have 
been or will be before the federal 
grand jury. The attitude of Secre- 
tary Redfield has been the subject 
of much interest.

Open Season for Muddlers. 

The opinion which I have gained is 
that Secretary Redfield is essentially a 
muddier, and this should be the open sea- 
son for muddlers.

session of his inquiry thiq (Saturday) 
morning. 

He said in substance, among other 
things, that he was present to mete out 
justice. That it was his duty to see that 
the reputation of no man suffered uatil 
that man had had ample opportunity to 
defend himself. As he had made the 
same statements in the same emphatic 
way to the coroner's jury, supplementing 
his statements with a suggestion that the 
jury take no action with regard to his 
men until they had. been heard, I inter- 
preted those statements as meaning that 
holding to a grand jury or indictment 
by a grand jury should not be done upon 
an ex parte hearing, and that he con- 
sidered it his duty in so far as he was 
abie to prevent it from being dqne. 

Would Provide Loopholes. 

The basis of all legal procedure on 
this point is that holding to the grand 
jury and indictment by the grand jury 
ig on ex parte testimony. If the secre- 
tary means what he says, hie acts will 
provide loopholes th which some of. 
the presumably guilty could escape.

Factors to Be Considered.

REDFIELD — Available deck 
space’ Yes. They take into considera- 
tion the fact that certain space may be 
used for other purposes and therefore 
may not be available for passengers. 
They always take intoconsideration that 
a part of that space may be a long ways 
above the center of gravity; and some not 
so far above. In consequence of that 
sometimes they say that certain decks 
shall carry only a certain number. and u 
certain other deck only another certain 
number. They also take into consideration 
certain other factors. For instance, their 
knowledge of the character of the water, 
its buoyancy, its depth, the stream itself, 
the current, etc., and the general reputa- 
tion of the vessel. 


Depend on “Shrewd Guesses.”’ 
DR EVANS—The testimony has come 
from certain sources th@t nine square

The Eastland was the fastest steamer 
on the great lakes at the time it was 
launched, he is reported to have said.

Jenks accompanied District Attorney 
Clyne and Col. William V. Judson, chief 
of the United States army engineers in 
Chicago, to the capsized hulk and made 
a study of the ship. Mr. Jenks wentgpto 
the interior of the vessel and made an 
inspection. He related his observations 
to the grand jury, it was said. He also 
told the jurors the Eastland originally had 
cabins, staterooms, and sleeping accom- 
modations for 100 passengers and eaid 
the boat never was built to carry large 
crowds. .

The scheme in its wider aspects Is to lower 
considerably the income level at which 
the tax begins, the idea being to include

BUSINESS AFTER THE WAR. 

If there is an urgent duty before the nation to 
provide for defense against war, there is also a duty 
of the nation to provide for the eventualities of peace 
after the war. 7 

The present conflict in Europe is without prece- 
dent in some respects, but it is possible to forecast 

and to prepare for many of its consequences, and 
while we cannot escape them all, we can diminish 
their effect upon us by mobilizing our resources as 
“well as a highly individualistic people may through 
leadership and public spirited codperation. 

Is it beyond us to organize our forethought so that 
when the unescapable results of the war reach us in 
their most violent form we shall be braced for them? 

We know that the destruction of wealth in Europe 
will not Jeave us unscathed. We know we shall have 
to bear our sbare of the burden it will impose upon 
all the world. We know that when the war is over 
there will be-a desperate effort of European peoples 
to regain lost ground, to build upon the ruins. Tn 
short, unless the war continues to the stage of virtual 
annihilation, which is hardly conceivable, we shall 
find ourselves in a competition even more strenuous 
than before the war. : 

An American economist of note, Prof. Emory 
Johnson of Pennsylvania, reminds ns that “every 
important war in the past has béen followed by a 
sudden expansion in the industry and commerce of 
the nations involved in the struggle,” and he pre- 
diets that immediately after the war Europe will 
buy heavily of us, but, “ having thus stocked up with 
Américan materials and having gotten their indus- 
tries in operation, European producers, within two 
years after the close of the war, will limit their 
purchases as much as possible, and will endeavor to 
sell a large volume of manufactured products in 
order to reduce their debts and to secure funds for 
further industrial expansion.” . 

The advantage of organization and coiperation to 
meet the great problems of credit, commerce, and 
production with which the war and restored peace 
will confront us we cannot ‘afford to underestimate. 
There are dangers involved, including at worst acute 
panic from violent readjustments which may be nec- 
essary. But if this is avoided, as it may be if we 
act wisely, there is the probability, and many stu- 
dents believe the certainty, of a period of depression. 
To lighten and shorten this we can do a good deal 
through forethought and codperation. 

We have im the new federal reserve system a 
means, by no means perfect, yet very useful, to mar- 
shal our credit and currency resources so as to pre- 
yent or mitigate their misuse and to strengthen weak 
Places in the financial and business structure of the 


. eountry. Equally important is the unofficial factor. 


of business and financia)l organization. ' 

“ Organization,” says Prof. Johnson, “is increas- 
ingly able to make industrial output correspond with 
present and prospective market demands,” as pointed 
out in the recent steel corporation decision, which 
held that the organization of the steel industry had 
resulted in a more general distribution in business, 
in minimizing the shutting down of plants in times of 
depression, and im rendering steel products non- 
speculative. 

If we are not to be 
bellum conditions we must try to bring about a large 
mobilization and intelligent control of our financial 

and main business powers, and this means that we 
ought to reconsider our policy toward great aggrega- 
tions of capital with the conditions we may expect 
after the war in view. We must recognize not only 
that this policy is still uncertain after a quarter cen- 
tury of judicial interpretation but also that we shall 
new find important factors in the problem not rea)- 
ized when the Sherman law was passed. We are or 
ought to be conscious that the trust problem with us 
is not intranational but international, and that it is 
going to be eritically important to our internal wel- 
fare that organizations of scope and weight sufficient 
to deal with world forces in finance and business 
shall be permitted and supported within the law of 

We ought to be able to do this without abating our 


purpose to protect the worker and the public from 


the wrongful exercise of the power inherent in great 


_ aggregations of wealth. We ought to see to it that 


regulatory agencies are perfected to prevent power 
from becoming tyranny or piracy. But the fallacy 
of disintegration and decentralization should be dis- 
posed of and concentration under sane regulation 
frankly encouraged. In union there is strength, and 
we shall need it to be strong in the years to come. 


THE EASTLAND OBITUARIES. 
Tax Tarscre in its issue of yesterday printed 
five pages of obituaries of the victims of the East- 
land disaster. The compilation was not a mere list 
of mames or notices of death, but each contained 
endugh to give a personal, human view of a trag- 
edy. It is believed no such approximately accurate 
series of so many cases of bereavement was ever be- 
fore made in America. Perhaps the European 
papers reporting on the fatalities of the war have 
exceeded it in individual issues. There comes from 
reading this compilation of the deaths a sense of 
the reality and extent of Chicago's calamity that 
may be obtainéd nowhere else.

are left to grief and hardship. The latest coroner’s 
report on identified bodies gives the number as 835. 


Errors have been found; names have been traced | 


in.vain to wrong addresses. In Tax Tripuye list 
of 779 there is an approximately correct account of 
the KNOWN dead. It is interesting to learn that of 
these 885 were women, including all over 16 years 
of age [because among these people those over that 
age are wage earners) ; 306 were men and youths of 
16 and over; 46 were little girls ; 42 were little boys. 
Tus TRisune does not dispute the coroner’s total 
of 885 identified dead; its 779 names are of those 
known and located as from Chicago homes. 


THE WAR AND LOST ILLUSIONS. 


A year of war completed har given sufficient per- 
spective to see the delusions which prevailed when 
it was begun. They were delusions of optimism 
almost grotesque and were not confined to the pop- 
ular mind but were in possession of leaders and the 
men of governments. Soldiers such as Joffre in 
France and Kitchener in Great Britain were not 
subject to illusion, and hard headed wilitary men 
in Germany and Russia were not deceived, but 
with the few exceptions which might be named 
the world, both belligerent and noncombatant, was 
sadly deluded. | 

It is a human habit to get rid of the thought of 
the terrible by assuming that it is impossible of 
occurrence. We know of nowhere where this ano- 
dyne is applied so much as in the United States. 
This is natural because it is a habit which youth 
finds natural and which experience has much trow- 
ble in correcting. As a young nation without ex- 
perience the United States consults its optimism. 

Optimism a year ago looked for ea short war, to 
whatever conclusion. It could not be a long war 
because modern state organizations could not sur- 
vive the waste. They would collapse financially. 
Their 
Nerves woul not permit it. Whatever might be 
the end, it n.ust come quickly. 

For the allies the inevitable end was the entrance 
of the French, Russian, and British armies into 
Berlin and the making of a peace which would dis- 
pose of the German military system. For the Ger- 
mans it was to be attained by the quick smashing 
of France and the later accounting with the Rus- 
sians. | 

Optimism looked for a short war. Previously it 
had denied the possibility of war, but when reality 
showed its undismayed face optimism said, “It 
has happened, but it cannot endure.” 

The rhetoric of the early days of fighting now 
has its Indicrous aspect. The hopes of those days 
are dead. The nations are appreciably calmer. 
Opinion has been steadied and chastened. The 
peoples have suffered and are asked to suffer more. 
They are apparently steadfast, but they are observ- 
ant and cognizant.- The days of illusion are nearly 
at an end. 7 
Probably Americans who had civil war experi- 
ence could resurrect out of their recollection an ex- 
perience which would seem to them analogous to 
that which the nations are enduring. If the hopes 
of the first years of war be contrasted with the 
deadly disappointments the condition of Burope 
can be understood approximately at least. 

The defeat of every hope when direct attack was 
undertaken, the failure of every frontal movement 
to attain its end, whether directed from the north 
or the south, and the slow processes by which the 
north, sustaining all the bitterness of repeated south- 
ern victory, moved in its marginal tactics to nibble 
at the strength of the south, and finally, after years 
of war, to cut it in two, must be a blow to optimism 


Row. 


Apparently the trial for the allies is just begin- 
ning. Germany, which was the better prepared for 
war when it came, has used its superio: organiza- 
tion to the best advantage during the first year. What 
was but faintly appreciated when the war started 
was that Germany could raise new armies as well 
as Great Britain. The Germans were presumed to 
be at the height of their military strength, the Brit- 
ish to be undeveloped. Now we see that Germany 
has been building up more rapidly than her enemies 
and it seems, hazardous as prophecy is, that the 
test of allied strength must come this summer, and 
that possibly, if the allies can survive the bléws 
which they must meet from now to winter, they will 
have met the German tide at its full. | 
Another winter campaign seems beyond the en- 
durance of the peoples involved, but so also did a 
year of war. That has been endured. Another year 
may have to be.

TOLSTOL CONSTITUTIONALLY RELIGIOUS. 
{From the Minneapolis Journal. } 
Robert McCormick, writing from Russia, de- 
acribes the sincere piety which permeates the 


elike. The war is said to have revived religion 
among the French, and no doubt it has worked 
likewise among Britons, Italians, and Germans. 
But war was not required in order to revive re- 
ligion in Russia. Outside a small class of “ intel- 
lectuals,” faith with the Russians burns ardently 
always. What religion was in western Europe in 
the seventeenth century it is today in Russia. 

Count Tolstoi in his prime was what the Rus- 
sian today styles an “intellectual.” In his old 
age he reverted to religion—not to the religion of 
his youth and his bringing up, but to a burning, a 
passionate religion. if the religion that the ag- 
ing Tolstoi discovered or invented for himself 
was not Russian orthodoxy, still it was embraced 
with the same fervor as is displayed by the Mus- 
covite peasant in his orthodox piety. 

Reading “War and Peace” now, or “Anna 
Karenina,” in the light of the author’s final de- 
velopment, in the light of what little we know of 
the Russian temperament, it is plain that Tolstoi 
in his every phase was engaged in a hunt after 
God. Even when most subject to Schopenhauer 
and to French ratiornalistic writing he was al- 
Ways striving to find God. In a sense “War and 
Peace” is as persistently an insistence upon the 
power of God in the world as is Milton's “Para- 


‘| dise Lost.” To the mind of Tolstol the whole Na- 


poleonic drama, the vast movements of masses, 
the experience of individuals in it, is a demon- 
stration of the power of God, moving to its mys- 
terious ends. The French emperor is the Satan, 
the Russian commander the Michael, the hos 
upon both sides the power of God. ) : 
Tolstol came to look back upon his prime as a 
godless period in whieh he indulged intellectual 
pride and was himself @ great sinner. But the 
man truly was never irreligious—in the worst ex- 
hibitions of human passion and destiny he dis- 
cerned God.

Robert Emmet, the patriot, the younger brother 
of Mrs. Botha's ancestor, met with his death on 
the scaffold at Dublin, in 1803. 

The present head of the Emmet family is the 
venerable Thomas Addis Emmet of New York, an 
octogenarian, who was invested by Cardinal Far- 
ley some years ago with the Order of Pius IX., 
conferred upon him in recognition of his eminent 
services to the church and to the cause of med- 
icine. Mme. Botha is his niece. 

Mrs. Botha might long ago have been “ Lady” 
sotha. But her- husband, who commanded in chief 
the Boer forces against the English in the Boer 
war fifteen years ago declined to accept the baro- 
netcy and orders of knighthood pressed upon him, 
first of all by King Edward, and then by King 
George, contenting himself with a seat in the 
privy council and the appointment to the rank of 
general in the British army. | 

Born in Natal, that is to say, on British soll, he

the son of a Dutch father and of a French Hugue- 
not mother. | 

It is said that an earldom has now been offered 
him. But, judging by his, past attitude in such 
matters, it is probable that he will decline the 
honor and content himself with the glory to be 
found in the giving of his name to German West 
Africa, which he has added to the Britsh empire. 
It is to be called Bothaland, and will form a fit- 
ting counterpart to that vast stretch of African 
territory which, now known as Rhodesia, consti- 
tutes the finest memorial of Cecil Rhodes.

Gen, Sir Herbert Plumer, who has assumed the 
command of the second British army in France in 
the place of Gen. Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien, that 
splendid Kitchener vet- 
eran, who has returned 
to England, declining 
to serve any longer un- 
der Field Marshal Sir 
John French, has for 
the last four years been 
in chief command of 
the northern district in 
England, with head-— 
quarters.at York. He 
may be said to have 
gained most of his rep- 
utation in the Matabele 
rebellion and in the 
South African war. His 
principal feat of arms 
Was performed in 1896, when he raised in South 
Africa the so-called Matabele land relief force. 
It is doubtful whether there was ever such a col- 
lection of scalawags. It consisted for the most 
part of the sweepings of South Africa, ifcluding 
deserters from the army, fugitive doctors and 
solicitors, several reputed murderers, a few public 
school men sent out from England to make a 
fresh start in life, a sprinkling of Jameson raid- 
ers, and a strong leaven of Johannesburg riff-raff. 
These Plumer managed to lick into such shape 
that they ended by becoming a corps that any 
army might have been proud of. 

When they first saw him, slim, dandified, mon- 
ocled, and drawling, they smiled to themselves. 
But after a few experiments on his forbearance 
they came ruefully to the conclusion that it was 
safer to meddle with a cyclone than to incur his 
displeasure, and, learning to respect him, they 
wound up by developing the utmost affection for 
him. ' 

Two things always amused them. His passion 
for shaving and washing every morning, no mat- 
ter how great the obstacles to these details of 
toilet, and his idiosyncrasy of always couching 
his orders, no matter how great the stress and 
storm, tn the politest of terms.

ROM now until October the question 
of the hour will be: How can one 
keep cool? This question is fol- 
lowed immediately by another: 
What sort‘of underciothes shall 

one wear? This refers to the material 
and weave. Shall they be of wool, cotton, 
linen, or silk? Shali the weave be open. 
or close? . 

The answer to this question wil) hinge 
upon the answer to other questions. And, 
first, what are the qualities of the dif- 
ferent fabrics? As this is the summer 
season it is well to bear in mind that 
our present interest is in clothing for 
summer wear. 


a a 

The ‘ob of clothing is to impede the 
passage of heat from the body to the out- 
side air. Under a few circumstances the 
object of clothing ig to impede the passage 
of heat from the outside of the body. 
This is the main object. There are several 
secondary objects. 

Clotb!ng must permit free movements 
of the muscles. It must not hamper work 
nor uncomfortably bind. It must abstract 
‘heat from the body in some relation to the 
rapidity with which the body makes heat, 
which means that the clothing must vary 
for different individuals, for different oc- 
cupations, at different hours of the day, 
and for different portions of the body. 


—— 

For underciothing, other secondary con- 
siderations come up. Such questions as 
the irritation of the skin, washability, ab- 
sorption of odors, absorption of sweat, 
and durability arise. The body loses heat 
by radiation, conduction, and evaporation. 
Clothing interferés with the radiation of 
heat. It conducts heat from the body— 
the rate of conduction varying. Wet cloth 
is a good conductor; dry cloth a poor one. 
Woolen cloth is a poor conductor; cam- 
bric a good one. ¥ 

Evaporation of sweat cools the body. 
Any clothing interferes with evapora- 
tion. Some clothing interferes more and 
some less.

The hody of an average man, when rest- 
ing quietly, makes about 2,700 calories 
aday. Aman at work makes 4,000 to 8,000 
calories a day. A sixteen candle power 
incandescent light makes thirty-seven 
calories an hour. : 

The heat made by the body is a by-prod- 
uct. It results from the digestion of food, 
the friction of the blood in the vessels, 
the work 6f the heat and breathing mus- 
cles, the efforts at digestion, the incidental 
movements of the muscles and the, work- 
ings of the mind. Every wink of the eye 
means heat. Every thought means work 
by the brain cells, with heat as a by- 
product. Of this heat 95 per cent is lost 
by the skin. Of these 2,700 units, 1,18l are 
lost by radiation, 833 by conduction, and 
558 by evaporation. 

If the body is dcing hard musculer work 
the number of calories is very greatly in- 
creased—more than doubled. Rubner has 
shown that it was possible to increase the 
manufacture of heat by a dog 44 per cent 
by excessive feeding. Howland showed 
that a crying baby made much more heat 
than 2 quiet one. 

~~ 

The conductivity of air is 1; that of wool 
is 6; silk, 19; cotton and linen is 30. Dry 
cotton and linen in contact with the body 
will conduct heat ‘away nearly twice as 
fast as w'll silk, five times as fast as wool, 
and thirty times as fast as wil! still air. 

The conductivity of wateris 28. A wet 
garment conducts heat much better than 
a dry one. Other things being equal, wet 
cotton and wet linen conduct heat more 
rapidly than wet silk and wet woolen 
cloth. It is conductivity which makes the 
sheets cold on a cold night. 

However, when we come to etudy the 
effects of wetting the clothing, other fac- 
tors besides conductivity must be taken 
into consideration. 


~~ 

RADIATION—Clothing prevents radia- 
tion, In a general way, the thicker the 
cloth, the more radiation is tnterfered 
with. The more the circulation of air 
through the fabric, the greater is its inter- 
ference with radiation. This can be 
brought about in several ways. There is 
little radiation through rubber cloth, oil 
cloth, or paper. On the other hand, if 
the weave catches a good deal of air in 
ite meshes and holds it as dead or still air, 
radiation will be at a minimum. 

It is on account of the dead air held tn 
the meshes that wool and furs are warmer 
than cotton, linen, and silk. The meshes 
referred to in this connection are those 
in and among the elastic fibers of wool 
and not the gross meehes made by the 
weaver in hie weaving.

EVAPORATION—Largely on account 
of evaporation, but partly by reason of 
its effect on radiation and conduction, the 
clothes in hot weather must permit of 
ventilation for the skin. Fresh air from 
the outside must be permitted to get to the 
skin, and foul air must be permitted to 
get away from it. 

Absorption of motsture by cloth, when 
cloth takes up water, makes a difference 
from the etandpoint whether the water 
goes into the fiber alone, or whether it 
fills the meshes between the fibers. If 
the absarption is into the fiber, air can 
pass through the meshes; if into the 
meshes, ventilation is stopped. The max- 
fmum amount of absorption into the fiber 
is with woolen flannels, then silk, then 
linen, then cotton. | 


~- 

In total water absorbed 1,000 parts dry 
flannel will take up 913 parts of water: 
linen, 740. If, then, this saturated cloth 
is subjected to evaporation, it will be 
found that in seventy-five minutes linen 
will lowe 571 parts of water; flannel, 456. 
In the next thirty minutes linen will lose 
130; flannel, 148, and in the second thirty 
minutes the losses will be 44 and 115. At 
the end of one hour and forty-five min- 
utes, linen will lose all of ite absorbed 
water; flannel will still hold more than a 
quarter as much 4s linen held when sat- 
urated. 

Haverd says woolen flannel next to the 
body tn hot weather during active exer- 
cise will absorb 50 per cent of its weight 
of perspiration. This arnount of moisture . 
wf saturate the fibers and fill up 10 to 12 
per cent of the interstices. 

A cotton or linen undershirt picking up 
50 per cent of its weight of sweat will have 


-68 per cent of its air spaces filled with 


moisture. A cotton or linen underehirt, 
wet with sweat, will stick to the body. It 
will, therefore, be a better conductor of 
heat, but evaporation and ventilation will 
be less than with a woolen one. ae

When a piece of goods is wet its per- 
meability to air is greatly lessened, The 
permeability to air of a cavalry cloak 
when wet is reduced to 89 per cent; of 
officers’ doeskin, 45 per cent; of soldiers’ 
tunics, 68 per cent. Some part of the 
moisture absorbed goes into the fiber and 
some into the mesh. The percentage of 
this distribution is dependent on the na- 
ture of the fiber and also on the weave. 

Simpson says the proportions which go 
into the mesh as between woolen flannel 
and cotton cloth is as 13 to 100. 
_ Havard says silk underwear gets too 
wet with sweat and is then too good a 
conductor of heat.

‘A point of importance under certain 
circumstances is the rate at which dif- 
ferent fabrics evaporate water, especial- 
ly in relation to the rapidity with which 
they absorb it. 

Otis saye: ‘* The essential features of 
ideal underciothing lie in the ability to 
remove moisture rapidly from the sur- 
face of the body, and at the same time to 
delay the evaporation at the outer sur- 
‘face of ghe clothing in oréer to avoid 
cil.” 

He thinks that since much of the mois- 
ture absorbed by wool goes into the 
fiber, woolen fabrics pick up moisture 
rapidly and evaporate it slowly. Silk is 
next to wool. Cotton, when wet, clings 
to the body, and sweat evaporates rapidly 
from the outside of the garments, Liner 
is more undesirable. : 

Simpson says: “Flannel and “knit 
goods absorb loose moisture more slowly 
than cotton and Mnen.” A woolen gar- 
ment after exercise absorbs vapor, con- 
denses it, causing latent heat to be given 
off, and this causes a feeling of warmth.

CHEAP REFRIGERATORS DE- 
MANDED. 

E. G. V. writes: “I have been much 
interested in reading your splendid article 
on the subject of refrigerators, and in 
this connection I beg to say that the best 
product made by any one of a half dozen 
manufacturers will meet the required 
tests. In making tests, however, it is cus- 
tomary to test a refrigerator in a tem- 
penature of 90 degrees, and in 4 room arti- 
ficially heated in which there is no venti. 
lation, for if there ts any tendency to con- 
dengation it will more readily appear 
where there is no circulation of air in the 
room. What you say with reference to 
refrigerators is absolutely true, but, from 
the manufacturer’s standpoint, the trou- 
ble is not to make a gefrigerator which 
will fulfill these requirements, but to in- 
duce the public to buy a high grade arti- 
cle of this kind. In former years we made 

“nothing but the high grade refrigerators, 
but in the last five or six years there has 
developed a demand for something cheap- 
er, and the cry is constantly for some- 
thing cheaper. This demand is, no doubt, 

‘brought about by the fierce competition 
existing between the merchants, but ft 
is. a serious problem as to how to meet 
the situation. Frequently in calling on 
trade (this applies to the big stores in the 
cities, as well as the cheaper line of 
stores] we are asked if we cannot furnish 
something cheaper. In fact, only recently 
one large buyer, who conducts apparent- 
ly a reputable business, made the state- 
ment that all he wanted was something 
cheaper in the refrigerator line, and did 
not care if it was made of pasteboard. 
This is the situation that every manu- 
facturer is confronted with, and I shoulda 
welcome any agitation which would re- 
sult in the users of refrigerators under- 
standing that in order to get a first clase} 
article which will meet your requirements 
they must pay a reasonable price for it. 
I would be glad, indeed, to see an article 
by some one which would give some m- 
dication as to the price at which a re- 
frigerator which will meet your proposi- 
tione should be sold.”

$8,000 cubic inches approximately. A very close 
esimate of the .weight of a piece of ice 
can be obtained by finding the number of cubic 
inches contained and dividing this by thirty. 
To get the exact weight the ice should be 
weighed on a tested and approved scale. The 
city ordinances demand that all ice sold in 
the city of Chicago shal! be sold by avoirdupois 
weight and at the time of the delivery of the ice 
sold it sball be weighed on a scale that has 
been properly adjusted and sealed by this de- 
partment. All ice sold within the city shall 
be sold by avoirdupois weight unless itis 
otherwise specifically agreed upon between 
the buyer and seller. As to whether the con- 
sumer should pay for the waste of ice in melt- 
ing, would say that the consumer is entitled to 
the net weight of the amount of ice ordered. 
Ice cannot be cut to exact weight every time, 
but if 95 pounds is delivered for a 100 pound 
order one day the driver should deliver 106 
pounds for the next 100 pound order to even up.

All the rolling stock of the rallroads had been 
sent to the south, in many cases the rails re- 
moved and the bridges destroyed by the retreat- 
ing French. And all the good horses had pre- 
viously been requisitioned. So the country people 
set out on foot or in cart with some old horse 
that had been left them. It was literally flight, 
gvver the choked roads, through the fields, the 
fugitives sleeping in the woods or in their carts. 
They were swept on in the current that. went 
before the storm, going they knew not where 
In every village a few preferred to remain, usu- 
ally the very old, some to meet violent death. 

Those who fied crept back, even before the 
enemy was well out of the country. The at- 
tachment of the French peasant to hie bit of 
soll is well known, and it was evidenced again 
after the battle of the Marne. 
too soon,” the girl who drove me at Fére-le- 
Champenoise said; “the streets were full of dead 
men, and the houses also. I can never get the 
sight out of my mind!” They came back to 
what? In every case to sacked and ruined homes, 
lucky if they found a bit of roof to shelter them 
from the winter. They have all come back and 
clung to the desolated Villages, sleeping in the 
cellars or in outhouses, in turf huts, in screened 
corners of the standing walls.

EAVING the charred and flattened remains 
of the villages behind, one looks out across 
the broad undulations of open fields, now 
rippling in golden tones with the ripening 
harvest. The impression is anything but 
that of a battlefield. The modern battle, so 
destructive to all human habitation, leaves very 
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little mark of its passage across the copses and 
broad swells of the open country. Occasionally 
the corner of a wood is mowed off as if the trees 
had been cut with a giant reaper, a hiliside is 
scarred with ripples, like the holes made by 
woodchucks, of shell fire, and the hastily made 
trenches have not yet been completely plowed 
under. . : 

If it were not for the graves it would already 
be difficult to trace the course of last autumn’s 
battle along the Marne, outside the ruined vile 
lages. But the graves’ remain, thousands of 
them, the most noticeable, the most poignant 
fact in the smiling landscape. The dead were 
buried where they fell, French and German alike, 
but never together! In the fields, along the 
roadsides; in the improvised trenches from which 
they fought. Sometimes they were buried in 
companies of thirty, fifty, or more, more often 
in single graves, just where they fell in the 
open field. So the country is dotted with the 


- graves. 


As you crawl along In the train, which on these 
lines rarely attains a speed of ten miles an hour, 
‘you can follow the battle by the bare spots left 
in the fields by the graves. For they are never 
plowed under and sown, not even the German 
graves, not in the richest fields. In most cases 
they are carefully surrounded by a little rustio 
fence with a wooden cross, on which is painted 
the identification number of the body or the 
number of the regiment, rarely the name, and 
very often from the point of the cross still hangs 
the soldier’s red “kepi,” his cap. 

It is very remarkable, considering the deso- 
lation of the country and the difficulty of life, 
the care that hag been given these graves of 
unknown dead. Most of the French graves have 
fresh flowers or those tgly wire wreaths with 
which the French adorn their cemeteries, and 
occasionally, where a company Iles together, 
there is a little monument with a touching in- 
s¢ription, “To our dead heroes.” The French 
friend who wandered over these fields with me, 
explained that the peasants still retain some- 
thing of that pagan reverence for the dead which 
their Latin ancestors cultivated. Never, he said, 
throughout generations would the peasant cul- 
tivating his fields disturb these graves. 

So, for years to come, the beautiful flelds of 
Champagne will be strewn with these little spots 
of sanctuary where Frenchmen fell defending 
their loved soll. Some bodies doubtless will be 
removed as soon as the government gives per- 
mission. Already relatives come to the fields to 
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identify where possible the graves of their dead. 
But most will remain where they fell. 

Many of the German graves also have crosses 
over them with the identification numbers, but 
no flowers, naturally, no wreaths. “They need 


the crosses more than 


ours,” my French friend 
remarked serenely. 


OME of the fields are dotted with graves 

of friend and foe, thousands upon thou- 

sands of these silent little plots. Other- 

wise nature is fast eradicating all signs

as if the blood of her martyred sons had liter- 

ally watered France and made her bloom with 

even more than her wonted abundance and love- 

liness.

A big new Turkish fort had been recently 
built, and my business was to get some idea 
of its plan of construction. From my inn in

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SCIENTIFIC RANGE FINDING. 
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mostly into duels of artillery. It is‘a 

war of the big guns, great ranges, and 

unseen, burrowing, hidden foes. War 
has evolved from an open fight where the 
soldiers could see what happened at every 
blow and shot into a mysterious, sécret ex- 
change of death messages over wide reaches 
of distance. 

Inevitably this has brought to a high de- 
velopment the scientific methods of range 
finding. Aiming a great gun is now just a 
matter of quadrants and angles, a problem 


) T= European war has resolved itself 


~ePplied trigonometry. It used to be a “ cut 


and try” sort of experimentation—try a shot, 
then modify the elevation according to the 
results; or, as used ta be the practice of 
our soldiers in the Spanish-American war, 
to depress the muzzle of a machine gun and 
start firing and elevate the piece until the 
end of the furrow cut by th spray of bullets 


reached to the mark. This was a method 


wasteful of ammunition, applicable only to . 


ranges in vision, and often inefficient. 

The aeroplane and the’ camera have come 
to be highly valuable for range finding pur- 
poses in the present war. They supply the 
data for the computations, which are simple 
problems in triangulation. This camera- 
aeroplane method of range finding uses the 
fact, known to every school boy, that given 
one side and two angles of a triangle all the 
others may be determined. The camera man 
in the aeroplane takes a picture from above, 
taking in the known and unknown elements 
of a triangle marked by his army’s battery, 
the enemy’s battery at unknown distance, and 
a third or “auxiliary” point at known 
distance. 

The scale of the photograph, readily cal- 
culated by measuring the length on the pic- 
ture of the “known side” of the triangle— 


‘ which is the distance between the aviator’s 


battery and the auxiliary. point. 

The risk of this work is considerable. Ex- 
perience on the European battlefields has 
indicated that successful aeroplane map pic- 
tures cannot be taken above an altitude of 
4,000 feet, while those at 2,000 feet are much 
more to be desired. Hostile artillery fire has 
been found effective against aeroplanes at 
5,000 feet. Also careful photography, with 
due attention to all the elements of exposure, 
shutter speed, lens stop, and the vibration of 
the aeroplane tend to keep the scout photog- 
rapher’s mind and hands occupied.

Shows How Senses Govern. 


. Now for the mouth. According to supersti- 


tion the mouth shows how far a person is gov-

which are not too firmly closed. That mouth 


indicates self-control, generosity, sincerity, 
trustworthiness, and strength of character. 
The thickness of the lips themselves is sup- 
posed to tell much to those who specialize in 
that sort of investigation. Extremely thin lips 
denote coldness, spite, industry, order, endur- 
ance, and self-denial, they say. He won't bea 
very ardent lover if he has extremely thin lips, 
it is said. Fairly full lips show. generosity, 


ardor, affection, enthusiasm, and activity. 


They promise that a girl with lips of this sort 
‘will make a good home for a man. Thick lips, 
not too thick, but more than ordinarily full, 
it is averred, denote love of material thfngs, 


amiability, laziness, geniality, but often a lack 


of principle. Too full lips are supposed to 
denote extreme animality and sensuality.

Farmers’ Bulletin No. 232 on “ Okra 
end Its Culture and Uses” may be pre- 
cured by any one who would like to know 
something about the origin, varieties, and 
use of okra.

Cc. H. B—The first consideration in 
furnishing a nursery !s to make a selec- 
tion of things that will give the sugges 
tion of absolute cleanliness. Things must.

I feel so distressed, yet I am 
hopeful that some one may know of a 
remedy for an ant tortured housekeeper.

My sympathies go out to you and I will 
give you the best counsel at my command 
with the hope at the same time that some 
one may arise who has an unfailing and 
immediate remedy. Here are two or three 
treatments which are well reeommended: 
Find out the runways of the ants and 
paste strips of fly paper across them. 
Put these also under the edge of your 
table and across the outer sills of your 
windows if-.the ants come in from the 
outside: Strew cucumber peeling about 
the corners of the kitchen or other rooms 
where the’ ante gather. They will eat 
of this and die. Another poison is made 
by putting in saucers a mixture of two 
or three tablespoons of molasses with a 
heaping teaspoon of powdered tartar 


it kills them, but be careful if children 
are about to see that they have no chance 
at the saucers. Another means of fight- 
ing the ants is by smearing the under 
side of the table and the refrigerator with 
sogp into which cayenne pepper has been 
worked. Cloths soaked in kerosene should 
be laid in the corners of the kitchen and 
thé pantry and anywhere’else that the 
ants are likely to gather, Scatter whole 
cloves about the.pantry shelyes. With- 
out doubting in the least your statement 
that you have a clean house, let me ad- 
vise you to keep.all food closely covered, 
to see that your bread and cake boxes 
and sugar canisters are tightly closed, 
and that there is a well fitting top on your 
garbage can.’

De. Norman Barnesby, a former Chicagoan, now 
9 resident of New York, answers the above ques- 
tions in the affirmative. Dr. Barnesby, who enjoys 
considerable distinction as an authority on medical 
matters, bas written a book, “ Medical Chaos and 
Orme,” in which his affirmative answers are re 
erded and in which he assails numerous branches 
ef the medica) profession. 


De. Barnesby holds that there is a salted need for 


removing the veil of secrecy which has hitherto 
made the medical profession an impenetrable mys- 
tery to the layman, and he has undertaken to do 
so, Excerpts of his book, which are reprinted here 
with the permission of Mitchell Kennerley, the New 
York publisher, show there is a growing tendency, 
especially among the younger generation in the 
medical profession, to revise the code of ethics by 
which all reputable physicians in the United States 
are bound whether they agree with the code or no.

Physicians Attack System. 

“Some time ago,” continued the patiest, “Dr, 
G. Frank Lydston of Chicago, who bas long been a 
critic of ‘ professional ethics’ as they are listed in 
the ‘code,’ instituted suit for @ general representa- 
tion as against multiple representation in the off- 


cial organization of the profession in America, the 
adoption of the referendum, and a number of rad- 


ical changes in the present system, outlining a 


number of remedies in such connection. This litiga- 


tion is pending.” 3 

Dr. Barnesby, cognizant of this situation and 
feeling toward it, much in the manner of Dr. Lyd- 
ston offers the most daring commentary upon the 
system. Anticipating hostile criticism, which he ac- 
cepts as the unavoidable experience | of the reformer, 
he handles his subject without restraint, timidity, 
or equivocation. Sincerity of purpose and con- 
scientionsness of effort seem to mark the pages of 
this work. In the prefatorr chapter the author 
wades boldly in by saying that “it would be futile 
to attempt to estimate the amount of human suffer- 
ing caused by the ignorance, incompetence, commer- 
cialism, and crimina] indifference of those who call 


‘themselves disciples of Aésculapius, but the evil may 


at least be pointed out.” 

At the conclusion of his work Dr: Barnesby 
states that nothing he has written “can justly be 
interpreted as antagonistic either to the true spirit 
of medicine or to that honorable minority to whom

Further along the author says: “T am attacking 
a system, a socia) condition, for which we are all 
partially responsible, doctora and laity, scientists 
and charlatans, lawmakers and lawbreakers. And 
particularly do I wish to emphasize and stigmatize 
the spirit of false ethics and infallibility that the med- 
ical profession alone has preserved intact, a memo-

What support does Dr. Barnesby have in bis con- 
tentions? Is it simply an attack on the entire insti- 
tution and system by a dissatisfied individual, or 
an attempt to remedy defined errors and defects by 


exploiting them and suggesting reforms? 


Pertinent questions apparently are answered by 
the liberal reference to, and quoted expressions of, a 
number of authorities. Bold attack is evidently 
braced by the views of others of recognized stand- 
ing. The range of discussion is noted in the chapter 
titles of the book, as follows: “The Reign of 
‘Graft’; “‘ Ethics,’ Real and Criminal”; “ Edu- 
cation at the Cost of Human Life”; “The Un- 
speakable Quack”; “ Vivisection—Straining at the 
Gnat”; “ Vivisection—Swallowing the Camel”; 
“ More. Surgical Outrages”; “The Surgical Nov- 
ice”; “The Amateur Anesthetist”; “ Back to Mid- 
wifery "; “ Crimes Against Posterity ”; “ The Gyne- 
cological Pervert”; “ Hospital Abuses”; “ How and 
When Shall the Reform Come?’ 

Each of these subjects is handled clinically, it 
might be said, with a frankness of description and 
analysis rather trying to delicate sensibilities in 
many instances, yet with simplicity of language and 
argument. To quote verbatim from the chapter 
on “‘Ethics,’ Real and Criminal”: “We under- 
stand by ‘ethics’ the general doctrine of the duties 
of life, and the prefix ‘ medica)’ would seem to have 
a limiting effect, and to imply the consideration and 
formulating of such duties only as might arise from, 
and be peculiar to, the relation between the medical 
profession and the persons about whom they are 
required to exercise their skill or’ to deliver their 
opinions. . . ~ But practitioners will remem- 
ber that the whole of so-called medical ethics is 


‘covered by the edict approved equally by the law 


of the prophets and Buddhistic authority that a man 
should do as he would be done by.—The London 
Lancet.” | 
“The respectable physician of today,” proceeds 
Dr. Barnesby, “is known among his confreres as 
an ethical practitioner. This may mean a great

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Dr. Norman ee a former Chicagoan, in 6 seneéttenel ane 
book “Medical Chaos and Crime,” attacks the present code of ethics 
of the medical profession, charges incompetency in the medical schools, 
hosplials and clinics, and urges a break-up of what he terms a “ criminal 
clannishness” among physicians and surgeons. :

forced, since these principles are only advisory and 
suggestive), much that is ambiguous and absurd, and 
not a few relations that are palpably selfish, and in 
direct opposition to that higher morality which finds 
ite expression in the Golden Rule, In short, it is « 
hodge-podge of ethics, etiquette. and tradition, de 
livered with a senile seriousness that has caused 
no end of merriment both within and without our 
ranks. 

“The editor of the Medical Record, getting face 
tious upon the subject, draws attention to the wishy- 
washy style and ludicrous phraseology of this un- 
equaled collection of Tupperian platitudes, and adds: 
‘It is inconceivable that a body of practical men, 
hard headed and endowed, we trust, with a saving 
sense of humor, will write themselves down sub- 
scribers to these Sandford and Mertonish moral 
maxims.' . 

“That the code has not stemmed the rising tide of 
graft and commercialism we have seen; that it fre- 
quently discourages meritorious effort, handicaps the 
young practitioner, brings discredit upon the most 
disinterested investigators, and almost invariably 
shields the callous or incompetent doctor from pub- 
licity and consequent disgrace—these are the com- 
mom cherges against our accepted ‘ principles,’ 
charges, I fear, that can only too easily be proved. 

“As already pointed out, the code is merely sug- 
gestive and advisory, hence it has come to be re- 


garded as a dead letter by those who have sufficient 


influence or prestige—a dead letter, that is, so far as 
their own affairs are concerned, but a law to be rig- 
idly enforeed against the younger or less influential 


practitioner. Physicians are enjoined to preserve 
‘the most fraternal relations, yet the code, by its 


elasticity and ambiguity, is itself one of the greatest 
causes of discord. One physician, for instance, must 
not question the practice of another toward a pa- 
tient, no matter if a life is at stake, yet they may

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Young Men Suffer. 

“The young men, of course, are the greatest suf- 
ferers. Let a fresh arrival from college transgress 
one of these official rules, and, no matter how prom- 
ising his career may be or how minute the transgres- 
sion, the older practitioners can ruin his reputation. 
A more punctilious rival may be guilty of the 
grossest malpractice, yet, if he observe the profes- 
sional proprieties as interpreted by the local society, 
he receives the utmost consideration from his asso- 
elates. Indeed, a doctor whose record is but a suc- 
cession of dismal failures may not only stand high 
in professional circles but may be instrumental in 
causing the removal of the best practitioner in the 
community if the latter is so unfortunate as to con- 
found ethics with ‘ medical ethics.’ 

“A fair illustration of the dual application of the 
code can be seen in the attitude of an old and a 
young practitioner toward publicity. A doctor of 
twenty years’ experience may write medical articles 
and see that they are circulated among his patients, 
but should a young man attempt such a thing the 


local medical society would look upon him as an ad- 


vertising quack, and the stigma might cling to him 
for years. The older men, too, may be interviewed 
by the newspapers, and are at times only too glad te 
see themselves quoted on some new topic of medicine 
in the various morning papers.” 

Reference is made to several able practitioners and 
their regular or occasional contributions to the pub- 
lic press, and a comparison is offered: 

“Dr. Le Grand N. Denslow is a reputable New 
York physician who has made an investigation, cov- 
ering many years, into the cause of locomotor ataxia. 
He finally discovered what he believed to be a cure 
for this disease and was permitted to read a paper 
before the Academy of Medicine telling of his work 
and the alleged results, This the newspapers got 
hold of, and as Dr. Denslow had no commanding in- 
fluence he was severely criticized on all sides. His 
efforts were held up to ridicule and his character 
was assailed not only by his colleagues in New York 
but by the influential Journal of the American Med- 
fea) Association. 

“Commenting upon the occurrence, the editor of 
American Medicine said: ‘Intolerance once again 
arises to shame the medical profession. Dr. Le 
Grand Denslow, a New York physician who has 
been directing his studies to locomotor ataxia, re- 
cently gave a report of bis thvestigations to his col- 
leagues. With admirable professional spirit his work 
and the fesults he has obtained were submitted to the 
profession at the Academy of Medicine. Several of 
the best class of newspapers, following a growing 
custom that is being fostered in the highest circles, 
referred to Dr. Denslow’s researches, and immedi- 
ately a storm of criticism arose. Medical men who 
knew absolutely nothing of Dr. Denslow's work 
rushed into print to deny the possibility of his re- 


- gulta, to question bis diagnoses, and apparently to 


throw all the discredit possible on his efforts. His- 
sees, thanatonn ben seqeated Heels and just because 
a man bas dared to attack a disease that has been 
held incurable he has had to run the gantlet of suspi- 

cion, reproach, and jealousy. This isa wrong. How 
a more worthy of modern progressive medicine it 
is to approfch Dr. Denslow’s work with an open 
mind, trasting to our sclentifie imowledge to appraide 


‘tt at ite trae value and to accept it or reject it as 
bc? comeemartat mo Tt ts absolutely certain thet 


time and experience will either place these ideas of 
Dr. Denslow's on @ secure footing or consign them to 
oblivion. He submits well established data confirmed 
by recognised authorities for the consideration of the 
profession. In the meantime he courts investigation 
and seeks coiperation to the end that the truth shall 
be ascertained. Can the medical profession do any 
less than meet euch a spirit. half way? 

“More than twe years have elapsed since this 
incident, but Dr. Denslow is still persona non grata 
with many sticklers for the ancient code, Yet when 
such publicity comes to Dr. Keen of Philadelphia, 
who has written many articles for the lay press, or 
Dr. 8. Weir Mitchell, or Dr. Woods Hutchinson, does 
any one imagine that the members of the Academy 
of Medicine or their county societies would pay any 
attention to it? 

“1 am sorry for the many worthy victims of this 
‘ethical’ machine, for I believe they are often 
earnest and progressive men who ought to receive 
every encouragement from the less intelligent, and 
ernest ws aameaeed seats Apres 
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Tells of False Diagnoses. 

Dr. Barnesby sames a number of instances of 
false diagnosis, “guesswork,” and ill results from 
the work of “ opinionated” surgeons, and expresses 
the belief that life would have been saved and dis- 
ease cured “ if there bad been less ‘ ethics’ and mora 
common sense and humanity.” 

“Of course, it is essential that a certain form of 
etiquette should be observed and that proper defer- 
ence should be shown to the family physician. No one 
questions that the practitioner or the surgeon in 
charge of a case has his rights; all I insist on is that 
the patient likewise has his rights—esurely to ignore 
a hint from an associate or even from. the watchful 
nurse that would aid in the battle with the grim de- 
stroyer, and particularly to do so from any question 


& brutal, damnable betrayal of a sacred trust. —_ 
ethics is in inverse ratio to manhood, but this would 
be hardly fair. The recognized code unquestionably 
serves a useful purpose; the evil lies mainly in the 
confusion of ethics and etiquette and in undue promi- 
nence to what at best can be regarded as red tape. 
The time is not far distant when the expression 
‘medical ethics’ will have been swept from our 
vocabulary except as a term or reproach for the 
absurd and iniquitous code that we so long tolerated, 
Uniess I am much mistaken, the code of the future 
will be nothing more pretentious than a simple, com- 
mon sense manual of professional etiquette, and will 
be so regarded, while ethics will mean, as it always 
jhas meant to an honorable minority in the profes- 
sion, the universal application of the golden rule.” 
* * 
‘Cites Cures for Evils, 

Having practically covered the entire field of 
method and practice, with instances, comments, lead- 
ing opinions and criticisms, quotations and authori- 
ties, Dr. Barnesby arrives at the conclusion that, 
had no attempt been made to ascertain the causes 
of the evils specified and no suggestions for their 
correction and removal, he would feel that his work 
had been essentially destructive. 

He defends his position as be proceeds to analyse 
the situation, and saya: “The real enemies of the 
profession are the ‘ grafters," quacks, and bunglers, 
and it surely requires no keen perception to see that 
what is destructive to that parasitic element should 
prove correspondingly helpful to the cause of true 
progress, those ideal conditions of which our great 
men have dreamed and prophesied and for which se 
many valiant souls have striven and died.” 

The author believes there should be immediate 
steps taken to purify and elevate the profegsion. He 
insists that “ medical graft will inevitably bring its 
own penalty. A little publicity, such as the fee split- 
ters of Chicago reeeived a few yeurs ago, will accom- 
plish much; but wide publicity—as extensive as the 
evil itself—is the only permanent safeguard. While 
the public is often helpless in judging of a doctor's 
efficiency, they are showing a remarkably clear un- 
derstanding regarding the proper prices for medical 
services, and a physician is no longer able to hood- 
wink his clientele into thinking they should pay ex- 
cessively. The attempt is constantly made, however. 
Obstetrical cases, for instance, vary in charges to an 
outrageous degree.

her confinement and charged her $8: the week fol-— 


lowing he attended another woman in one of the 
large city hotels and asked a thousand! He got the 
$8 on the installment plan, but only $400 of the 
$1,000 was paid, because the family had paid the 
same amount to a Chicago specialist two years pre- 
viously, The physician was perfectly satisfied with 
the $400, but the letter accompanying the remittance. 
calling him a ‘ grafter,’ irritated his subconscious self. 

“Tt must be admitted that this matter of fees has 
long been a vexing question, both here and abroad; 
but a public opinion has slowly been forming which 
demands that a physician, like any other professional 
man, charge solely for the services that he bas ren- 
dered. The moment he is allowed to levy upon 
wealth or to take advantage of another's misfortune 
he starts upon a career of commercialism. 

“The stock company medical schools, which are 
hotbeds of commercialism as well as incompetence, 
should be ruthlessly abolished. This is a matter for 
legislation. The payment of secret commissions or 
fee splitting is also to be condemned, since such 
methods invariably lead to deception and fraud. 

“The code of ethics must be radically changed. 


The present regulations are both degrading and dan- 
gerous, and here, I fear, legislative enactments of a 
decided character are needed. The physician who 
prostitutes his professiona| trust to protect or shield 
@ brother practitioner should unquestionably be pun- 
ished. Humanitarianism must take precedence over 
criminal clannishn-se. A system of common sense 
laws must replace the existing system of common 
senselessness. 

““ Education at the cost of human life must cease, 
for, though the beginner must learn and perfection 


- Comes only with practice, it is simply criminal and 


must be made so to regard and treat a patient— 
whether he pays or does not pay—as a mere subject 
for experiment. The whole system of medical train- 
ing requires revision and reorganization, commencing 
with the preliminary education which ts so impor- 
tant, and, too often, so conspicuously inadequate. 
A standardization of all medical schools would be 
beneficial. A leading physician advocates ‘a higher 
and broader standardization in preliminary and med- 
jeal requirements’ and emphasizes ‘ the evils of low 
standards in some of the medical colleges.’ Hundreds 
of prominent men could be quoted to the same effect.” 
* *® 


Hospital Training Needed. 
Considerable stress is laid on the necessity for 
abundant hospital training, this experience being re 
garded as of paramount value to the general practi- 
tioner. Dr. Barnesby quotes extensively from a 
paper read by Dr. Price of Philadelphia before the 
Chicago Medical society as follows: 


“There is a tendency at present throughout this | 


country to build more hospitals, and I predict that 
where we have four or more good physicians in 
towns of 2,000 or more inbabitants we are going to 
have a hospital and ought to have one, The material 
in these small cities, thickly settled, in manufactur- 
ing communities, is abundant, and it is thrice impor 
tant that we should have at these points well trained 
men, disciplined men, who have served an appren- 
ticeship in the educational centers and who can do 
good surgical work. At present much of the surgical 
work in these places is unfortunate. 

“The mortality. in the country from operations 


dome by inexperienced men without judgment is 


great. There is but one way to correct it, and that 


is to compel these men to serve an apprenticeship in - 


the educational centers. - You have here in Chicago 
some of the most important and brilliant surgeons in 
the world; they are doing advanced scientific work. 
They are doing ideal work, but they are not doing 
‘the teaching they should. They should be paid sal- 


hospitals should be doubled and quadrupled, and 
every hospital in the land should be made a school. 
Public charities should be used wisely and mainly for 
educational purposes. 

“The advanced thinkers and leaders in the profes- 
sion—men like Mayo, Ochsner, Deaver, and Murphy 
—are not apprenticing young men as they should. 
While they are doing the advanced thinking, teach- 
ing, and operating theoretically, they «re not making 
men do the practical work they should do. I know 
from experience and observation that the great teach- 
ers of the country are wasting material and not doing 
the teaching and imparting the knowledge that they 
should. We are going to have hospitals at every 
crossroad where there are 2,000 or more inhabitants ; 
we are going to have a polyciinic. 

“The polyclinics of New York and Chicago will 
cease te exist except for those cities. At the cross 
roads they are going to have their own polyclini¢s, so 
that it is important that we should educate and send 
a better class of men to the villages and to the crose- 
roads, men who have served an apprenticeship.” 

“ Medical scheols should pay more attention to 
public health matters and sanitation,” says Dr. 
Barnesby. “A alight knowledge of bacteriology or 
hygiene is at the present day insufficient. The grow- 
ing problems of modern sanitation and public bealth 
involve a complete investigation of sociological and 
political conditions. There should be established in 
every public hospital, both in the hospital proper and 
the outdoor department, or clinic, a chair of physical 
diagnosis. The method of referring sick people to a 
clerk, to be directed by him to some physician, is 
objectionable. 

“ Physical diagnosis is passed over too lightly in 
all hospitals, Each and every hospital should throw 
its public wards open to instructors and should per- 
mit students during college years to study clinically 


* the material on hand in classes. I would urge that 


the burden of efficient hospital service be no longer 
borne entirely by philanthropists and self-sacrificing 
doctors, and that well to do patients who have 
heretofore, in surprisingly increasing numbers, taken 
advantage of the free dispensary, should not be 
allowed gratuitous treatment. 

“ Personally conducted hospitals, rnn for business 
purposes only and known as ‘private hospitals,’ 
should be subjected to strictest supervision, if not 
abolished. Such institutions tend to increase the 
abortion evil, inasmuch as secrecy can be maintained. 
They also foster incompetence and serve as a means 
for advertising medical and surgical practitioners 
whose skill is below the average. The staff of nurses, 
as a rule, is utterly unfit to care for the sick. The 
equipment is poor and the air of commercialism 
which surrounds such hospitals is too suggestive of 


chariatanry.”

Wants National Health Bureau. 
Following the general plan of reforming the stand- 
ards and customs of the past and present, Dr. 


‘Rarnesby outlines the organization of a system 


which, in his opinion, will prove most effective and 
valuable for the public safety and welfare: 
“Legislation ought to be enacted to modify the 
scope of the physicians and especially to define the 
scope of the surgeon. The physician should have no 
more right to perform general surgery (except in an 
emergency) than a dentist has today. Medicine and 
surgery would thus offer two distinct careers, as they 
do in England and nearly every other civilized coun- 
try, with pediatrics, obstetrics, and various other 
specialties coming under the former division and 
surgery subdivided into that of the eye, ear,

would be also general abdominal! surgery, orthopedic 


surgery, and gynecology, and of course pediatric 
surgery, obstetrical surgery, etc. 

“In contrast to our present haphazard, irrespon- 
sible system of personal election practitioners should 
then be obliged to take thorough special courses 
under well qualified instructors in these various spe- 
cialties and should be prohibited by law from practic- 


ing until they have sufficient experience in hospital 


and laboratory work and have demonstratcd that 
they are really well qualified. 

“I favor the establishment of a national bureau 
of health, having under its supervision each of the 
state health authorities. The state health boards 
should have under their guidance, supervision, and 
jurisdiction the numerous city health boards of their 
respective states. The national bureau of health 
would fulfill such duties and exercise such powers as 
the following: Jurisdiction over all medical educa- 
tion; regulation of all medical requirements; exami- 
nation of all graduates; the right to issue medical or 
surgical licenses to be acceptable in all parts of the 
United States and its possessions; the power to re- 
voke any license at any time for just cause; to 
formulate authoritative regulations within certain 
clear limits; to combine under one head the United 


States army and navy and public health marine hos- — 


pital service, and to cotperate generally with the 
state authorities in all matters pertaining to medical 
education, public health, hygiene, and quarantine. 
“The state and city health bureaus would have 
their respective duties as follows: Jurisdiction over 
all health matters of the state and city; local quar- 
antine, matters pertaining to births and deaths, ex- 
perimental research work, state, city, and private 
hospitals, and local jurisdiction over physicians’ and 
surgeons’ work, The national bureau of health should 
have a check upon the work of the private practi- 
tioner just as the local health bureau has, in a meas- 
ure, a record of each individual contagious disease. 
“ Every surgical operation should be reported by 
individual or superintendent of hospital, with final 
disposition of the case. The field of surgery is vast 
and its intricacies are so manifold it seems only 
reasonable to suggest that postgraduate work be 


taken up and continued at certain periods through- 


out a physician’s professional career. 

“Our postgraduate courses should consist of at 
least twelve months each an@ should be practical 
rather than didactic. No practitioner should be per- 
mitted to take postgraduate courses until be bas 
given proof by examination that he understands the 
principles of the subject he is about to study. His 
postgraduate work would then be worth something 
to him and would mean much to the public. Surgery 
is an art, as well as a science, and many who have 
mastered the intricacies of the human anatomy fail 
to develop that skill and technique which is abso- 
lutely essential to success. Hence the rank and file 
should no longer be allowed to operate at their 
pleasure. : 

“Inmexperienced physicians should have no more 
license to prove their incompetence at the expense of 


the public than a bridge builder or a druggist or a. 


marine engineer. Specialists are necessary and every 
encouragement should be given the earnest worker. 
Specialists are not born, they are made. The attri- 
butes of specialism are insight, knowledge, and expe- 
rience, and their application to the science of prac 
tice is impossible without thorough comprehension 
and mastery. The registration of births and deaths 
demands effective legislation. A more thorough and 
detailed description of births and deaths should be 
made.”

Demands Change in Code. 

Ia conclusion Dr. Barnesby emphasizes the neces- 
sity and demand for radical changes in what be has 
described as the present code and system: 

“There is the general record of medical incompe- 
tency and irresponsibility related so ominously to 
beth births and deaths. The medical profession 
itself cam do much to regain its lost prestige, if it 
will recast the code which condones so many abuses, 
and cultivate as general and normal characteristics 
the high ideals and spirit of effectiveness which dis- 
tinguish its more earnest members, But snch « 


change at the best can only come slowly, without the 


external pressure of insistent public opinion and of 
adequate laws. Legislation is essential, and the 
need is urgent.”

Tue automobile peregrination is limited 
-*to a speed of twelve miles per hour as- 
cending and ten miles per hour descending 
steep grades, and eight miles per hour 
when approaching sharp curves where the 
view ahead is obstructed by rock forma- 


tion. On good roads with straight 
stretches, and when no team is nearer 
than 200 yards, the speed may be. in- 
creased to twenty miles per hour. An 
automobile shall not pass another while 
in motion going in the same direction. 
Horns must be sounded on approaching 
curves, stretches of road that cannot be 
seen for about 200 yards ahead, and when 
approaching other machines and teams. 
When teams, saddle horses, or pack 
trains approach, automobiles will take 
the outer edge of the road, régardless of 
the direction in which they may be going, 
taking care that sufficient room is left on 
the inside for passage of vehicles. Teams 
have the right of way and automobiles 
will be backed or otherwise handled, as 
may be necessary to enable teams to pass 
with safety. In no case must animals 
be passed at a greater speed than eight 
miles per hour. The schedules from place 
to place provide that automobiles must 
keep well in advance of any horse drawn 
vehicle running upon a regular sched- 
ule and must not attempt to pass or to 


railroad, and go through River Grove, 
Kolze, Woodale, Itaska, Beecham, Ro- 
selle, Rodenburg, and Elgin.
